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Hereas many petitions have been preferred to the Right Honou- 
| rable the Maliter of this Court , for obtaining grants of ſeverall 
To VVardihips and Leaſes of the Lands of his Majeſties V Vards, 
Rnmvg And dayes have been appointed them to procure the offices to be 
{2 found, and attend Wy {chedules and confeſſions of the Ance- 
{tors Eſtates at the times appointed, to compound for the V Vard- 
ſhips and Leaſes,as the ſaid caſes ſhould require, Many of which 
-petitioners have concealed the ſaid petitions, and done nothing in purſuance of the 
Anſwers given thereunto : And divers other of the ſaid petitioners have procured 
offices to be found and returned; and ſchedules to be prepared, as though they in- 
tended to compound forthwith tor the V Vardſhip and Leaſes, Ando letthem reſt 
without further proceedings ; And others have compounded, but have not paid the 
Kings fine, nor paſled the grants: Itis therefore Ordered , That all ſuch of the ſaid 
petitioners,as have not, or ſhall not eftectually proceed,according to the direction gi- 
ven in Anſwer to their ſaid petitions, before the end of this Michaelmas terme, ſhall 
lole the benefit of their ſaid petitions, And it ſhall be lawfull for any others to pett- 
tion for ſuch V Vardſhip und Leaſes, as if noſuch petition had been preferred ; And 
all other petitioners who have 1n purſuance of ſuch direction in Anſwer to ſuch pett- 
tions, procured offices to be found, and made compoſition with the Court, ma. not 
proceeded to pay their fines, and paſſe their grants; And ſuch others as have found 
offices, and not yet compounded for the VV ardſhip and Leaſes petitioned for , nor 
{hall cn and proceed in proſecution of their grants wo the end of this 
terme , ſhall loſe the bencth of their petitions and charges, And the VV ardſhips, 
Lands, and Eſtates of ſuck VV ards, ſhalbe either ſequeſtred into fit mens hands ts 
co take care of, and be reſponſall to this Court for the profits ; or otherwiſe granted to 
ſuch perſons as the Court ſhall thinke fie, the late Kings Majeſties inſtructions 
notwithſtanding ; And like proceedings to continue from terme to terme, atthe 
perill of the parties whom 1t doth or may concerne , untill further and other order to 


the contrary.
